Strong Board of Directors Is

The capital stock of the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia will be increased from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 on May 1. This 
step, which will make the company the 
strongest of its Kind in the south, was 
determined upon at a meeting of the 
stockholders in the Equitable build- 
ing Monday afternoon. It was also 
decided to maintain a surplus of $600,- 
000. 

This measure follows a number of 
conferences among some of the lead- 
ing capitalists of Atlanta during 
which it was decided that as it was 
becoming an absolute necessity to the 
city to have a more powerful organ- 
ization doing only trust company work, 
the matter of increasing the stock 
should be made an issue at the stdck- 
holders’ meeting. This was done, and 
the measure was passed almost unan- 
imously.

What lent additional interest to the 
matter was that it was known that the 
ordinance was a measure particularly 
desired by the mayor, and its defeat 
was by some regarded as against the 
administration.

degree by affinity or consanguinity to 
the mayor, members of council or the 
heads or members of any city depart- 
ment.

Alleged in Indictments 
by U. S. Grand Jury. 


Seven Men Indicted at Detroit 
For Alleged Plot to Secure 


in Alaska---Defendants Deny 
That There Has Been Fraud. 


Detroit, Mich., March 6.—Govern- 
ment investigation into alleged Alas- 
kan coal land frauds involving ap- 
proximately 48,000 acres of land valued 
at more than $50,000,000, resulted in 
the issuance tonight of an indictment 
by the local federal grand jury, 
charging seven individuals with con- 
spiracy against the United States. 

The defendants are Wilbur W. Mc- 
Alpine, Albert H. Roehm, George W. 
Ross, Frank D. Andrus, Arthur L. 
Holmes, and McCurdy C. Lebeau, all 
of Detroit, and John M. Bushnell, of 
Chicago. The foregoing are officials 
of a company known as the Michigan- 
Alaska Development Company. 

Contention of Government. 

The contention of the government is 
that the defendayts conspired to in- 
i duce between 200 and 300 individuals 
to become stockXolders in the Michi- 
gan-Alaska Company by making 
“fraudulent and fictitious locations of 
certain Alaska coal lands,” thereby 
violating the land entry laws of 19190, 
which made it illegal for more than 
four persons to form a company for 
locating Alaska coal lands and taking 
out patents on more than 640 acres. 

It is alleged the several stockhold- 
ers of the coal lands were leg to be- 
lieve that they were locating the 
lands for their exclusive use, “but in 
truth and in fact for the use and 
benefit of the seven defendants and 
the development company.” 

The Michigan-Alaska Development 
Company was organized under the 
laws of Arizona. W. W. McAlpine is 
the president. The coal lands involved 
are situated at Juneau, Alaska, and 
several contiguous tracts in the vi- 
cinity of Homer, upon the westerly 
end of Kenai peninsula bordering on 
the Cook inlet. 

Hundreds ef Claimants. 

The claims are saiq to have been lo- 
cateq by about 200 Detroit and Michi- 
gan residents and a hundred other 
claimants from New York, Chicago, 
San Francisco, Seattle and other west- 
ern points. 

It is declared by the defendants that 
strictly individual entry of the lands 
has been made and that the Michigan- 
Alaska company was organized as a 
benefit association for the purpose of 
aiding the stockholders or claimants 
to better protect their title and de- 
velop their lands. They deny the 
stock was to be sold and insist that 
the corporation was not formed for the 
exploitation of the coal lands in the 
general market. 

District Attorney Watson announced 
tonight that he will prepare for an 
éarly trial of the + defendants. The 
penalty for conviction on a charge of 
conspiracy against the government of 
this nature is two yedrs’ imprisonment 
or a fine not more than $10,000.

FROM ACED WAN 


Broker Bancroft Robbed 
in Safety Deposit Office. 


As He Was Preparing to De- 
posit His Rich Securities Two 
Crooks Managed to Substitute 
Worthless Paper for His Pack- 
age of Valuables.

New York, March 6.—Aaron Ban- 
croft, Sr., a broker, 86.years old, dis- 
covered today that he was robbed last 
Thursday afternoonysof securities worth 
approximately $100,000 in the vesti- 
bule of the Produce Exchange Safety 
Deposit and Storage Company. 

Last Thursday Mr. Bancroft, as has 
been his habit for twenty-five years, 
placed securities worth that day about 
$100,000 in a large envelope, 10 by 14 
inches, tied with red tape, and 
bearing the firm’s name in the corner. 
Alone he walked the two hundred feet 
from his office to the Produce Ex- 
change, thence down a flight of steps 
from the street level entrance to the 
vaults, 

How the Trick Was Turned. 

Just as Mr. Bancroft was about to 
turn the corner at the end of the 
corridor into the vaults a tall man 
came running around the corner and 
collided with him. The shock threw 
Mr. Bancroft off his feet, and in fall- 
ing he dropped the envelope. 

That was the cue for an undersized 
young man who had  0been  %Ileaning 
against the corridor wall. He stepped 
up to Mr. Bancroft, assisted him to his 
feet and was solicitous to tuck under 
his arm an envelope. Mr. Bancroft, of 
course, thought it was the envelope 
that fell. He went on to deposit it in 
his box as usual. 

Today when George Bancroft, his 
son, unlocked the box he found that 
the only envelope there contained three 
old newspapers. A clever substitution 
had been effected when the elder Ban- 
croft was upset in the vault corridor. 

The robbers, it is believed, knew on 
what day and hour it was the firm’s 
custom to deposit its securities. They 
Knew that Mr. Bancroft habitually car- 
ried them in an envelope of certain ap- 
pearance, for they provided them- 
selves in advance with so close a dupli- 
cate that it deceived even the man 
who of all others should have best 
known its appearance. 

Easy to Hypothecate. 

The certificates, easily susceptible of 
hypothecation, included 100 shares of 
Lehigh Valley, 320 shares of Smelters, 
30 shares of New York Central, 200 
shares of Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 500 
Distillers Securities, 60 shares of Steel 
common, 10 shares of Atchison, 30 
Shares of American Beet Sugar, 40 
shares of Amalgamated Copper, and 
100 shares of Missouri Pacific. 

So bold a robbery in daylight, in 
the very heart of the city’s financial 
district, shocked the police. Years ago 
Inspector Byrnes had drawn a dead 
line across the city at Fulton street, 
below which he ordered that no crook 
or pickpocket should g0 on even an 
innocent errand, under pain of instant 
trouble with the police. 

Having trted the order, the under- 
world ultimately obeyed, and for years 
the financial district was the safest 
place in the world for a man with 
arge sums of money on his person. 
Bank runners and messenger boys ran 
about the streets, their pockets liter- 
ally stuffed with bills of large denom- 
inations.

HARDWICK MEMBER 
RULES COMM TEE 


Adamson Will Head In- 


terstate Commerce. 


Ways and Means Democrats 
Getting Things Ready for the 
Extra Session---Tentative List 
of the Chairmanships Is An- 


nounced. 


Washington, March 6.—Th® rules 
committee, oneof the most pwerful of 
the house committees of the sixty- 
second congress, with Representative 
Robert L. Henry, of Waco, Texas, at 
its head, was formally created by the 
new house ways and means committee 
at its first meeting today. The fol- 
lowing were annouftced as the seven 
democratic members of the committee: 

Robert Lee Henrdq,s of Texas; Edward 
W. Pou, Smithfield, N. C.; Thomas W. 
Hardwick, Sandersville, Ga.; Augustus 
O. Stanley, Henderson, Ky.; Finis J. 
Garrett, Dresden, Tenn.; Martin D. 
Foster, Olney, Ill, and Matthew FR. 
Denver, Wilmington, Ohio. A 

The committee will consist of eleven 
members. The four republican mem- 
bers will be chosen by the republicans 
later, along with the other republican 
personnel of the committees of the new 
house. 

Henry to Be Chairman, 

The ways and means committee, 
which is charged, under caucus dictum, 
with the function of selecting the 
committees, is not empowered to name 
the chairman, but it recommended to 
the new rules committee that it elect 
Mr. Henry as chairman, which is tanta- 
mount to designation at this time. 

The members of the rules committee 
were named in the order of their sen- 
iority of service. Messrs. Hardwick 
and Stanley have served im congress 
the same period, and the service of 
Messrs. Foster and Denver has been 
identical, and to choose the priority 
of rank of these, in each case, the 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee drew lots, resulting in the order 
given. 

Chairman Henry has been elected to 
eight congresses; was onc) mayor of 
Texarkana, and assistant a..orney gen- 
eral of Texas, and has pes‘ormed no- 
table service on the houss judiciary 
committee. The committee will meet 
tomorrow morning to confer over its 
preliminary work. 

As to Tariff Revision. 

There was some discussion by the 
committee of the program of tariff re- 
vision, but the committee is déliber- 
ating carefully on that, whieh is the 
greatest task before it, and which it 


to congress s00n after it convenes on 


The democratic members of the com- 
mittee realize that there is considera- 
ble difference og opinion among the 
house membership in their party as to 
the wnethods of revising the tariff, some 
favoring a wholesale bill and others 
in accord with 
the views of leaders like Messrs. Clark 
and Underwood, There is no conclu- 
sion yet as to whether the schedules 
are to be tacked on to the Canadian 
reciprocity bill so that a vote in the 
senate against the schedule revision 
would be striking a blow at the reci- 
procity agreement, though the bill will 
carry out the terms of the agreement 
in good faith. 

The committee has not yet passed 
upon the committee chairmanship be- 
yond those of the ways and means and 
rules, but in many instances more or 
less complete assurances of individual 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee have made the chairmanships 
largely a matter of ratification by the 
formal action of the committee.

Governor ColquittScores 
Texas Assembly. 


At End of Sixty-Day Session 
the Legislators Decide to Go 
Home--- After That Period 
They Would Only Receive 
$2 a Day. 


Austin, Texas, March 6.—Quoting 
the parable of the slothful servant, 
Governor Colquitt sent a message of 
censure to the Texas legislature to- 
day following the adoption of a resolu- 
tion in the lower house providing for 
adjournment sine die next Saturday, 
when the pay of the legislators drops 
from $5 to $2 a day. For the first 
sixty days of a legislative session the 
law provides members of the assem- 
bly shall receive $5 a day, but after 
that time the smaller amount. If an 
extra session is called, $5 is allowed 
as the per diem for thirty days. 

Governor Colquitt, in his message, 
refers to an accumulation of pending 
legislation and, declaring that all pub- 
lic servants are probably underpaid, 
illustrates with the story of the two 
Servants. 

“The one who magnified his office 
by the profitable employment of his 
trust for his Master’s benefit,” the 
governor relates, “was rewarded for 
his faithfulness, whereas, the slothful 
servant who buried his talent and did 
nothing to magnify the office or the 
trust inrposed in him, lost the esteem 
of his Master and was unworthy of 
further confidence. 

“No legislature of Texas has assem- 
bled is recent years with so little de- 
manded of it by the people in the way 
of legislation,” the message continues. 
“The demand of the democratic plat- 
form is that ‘the people shall not be 
annoyed by constant political agita- 
tion,’ but that they should be relieved 
therefrom. In consequence the legis- 
la4zure is earnestly urgwed to at once 
consider and pass bills in which the 
people are intereested.”’

Petition for Pardon Will

Attorney Miller will be in Atlanta 
Tuesday to appear before the com- 
mission in another case and it is prop- 
able that he will take up Stripling’s 
case with the commission on his visit 
here. 

Petitions for Pardon. 

Columbus, Ga., March 6.—(Special.) 
Scores of petitions, asking for the 
pardon of Edgar Stripling, are now be- 
ing circulated, and numerously-signed 
letters and telegrams of Sympathy and 
encouragement are being received con- 
Stantly by the former Danville police 
chief in the Muscogee county jail. 

Some of the letters are really re- 
markable in their character. One of 
them that came today was from W. G. 
Post, a leading citizen of Newnan. Mr.

Mrs. A. ©. Granger, of Cartersville, 

Ga., is in the city to attend the meet- 
ing of the executive board of the the 
Georgia Federation. She will remain 
over to attend the reception to be 
given to Mrs. John Hays Hammond, 
national] chairman of the woman's wel- 
fare work of the National Civic Feder- 
ation, and will extend to Mrs. Ham- 
mond and the iadies of her party an 
invitation to visit the mills of the 
American Pad and Textile Company, 
near Cartersville, Ga., where a system 
of excellent welfare work has been ini- 
ated among the mill people. 
“fT am delighted,” said Mrs. Granger, 
‘that the ladies of other sections are 
coming to ours, and that they will have 
the opportunity to see the welfare 
work we are doing. 

“Only this morning I went over the 
little mill village of Acto, which is 
the property of the American Pad and 
Textile Company, and I bring with me 
a beautiful impression of the place and 
an invitation from the managers of the 
mill, Mr. Miller and Mr. Frederick 
Brown, to Mrs. Hammond and the la- 
dies of her party to visit the mill and 
town. 

“This is the only mill in Georgia 
which has never been run at night. It 
runs ten hours a day, and pays the 
Same wage that the mills pay which 
run twelve hours a day. During the 
time when the mills in various sections, 
for various reasons, cut down the 
wage, this mill did not. The same wage 
continued to be paid, but the dividends 
for the time were diminished.” 

Relative to thé size of the mills Mrs. 
Granger stated that there were elght 
hundred and three looms, and over 
thirty-three thousand spindles In oper- 
ation. 

“The homes of the operatives are 
model ones,’ said Mrw. Granger, “and 
when the plant was being built a land- 
scape gardener laid off the site, desig- 
nated the place and size of the houses, 
building line, etc., and the result is 
the most picturesque of mill villages. 
The streets, walks and squares are ac- 
cording to plan, and the park is a 
pretty one, with trees planted and 
foliaxe and flowers, and each day be- 
ing made more attractive. The village 
is lighted by electricity, and good sani- 
tation is enforced. 

“There is a fine department store at 
the milis, but the operatives are not 
obliged to make their purchases there 
unleas they wish to do so. They are 
wages in cash Saturday, and 
are free to go where they please to 
spend it. 

"There is a large chapel, and this is 
used for a school during the week, pre- 
siding over it two well-equipped teach- 
era. 

“But, of course, there is no law to 
force the children of Georgia to go to 
school,” continued Mrs. Granger, “and 
within sight of this school this morn- 
ing [ saw children of school age wast- 
ing their time on the street and not at- 


tending school.

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ANOTHER BAD BREAK 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


Close Was Barely Steady at 
Net Decline of 14 to 22 
Points. 


New York, March 6.—There was a 
further sharp break in the cotton mar- 
ket today, under more or less general 
selling, Which seemed to be inspired 
by an unfavorable view of the trade 
Situation and a feeling that no imme- 
diate improvement is likely in domes- 
tic mill circles, owing to the possibil- 
ity of tariff legislation during the 
extra session of congress. The close 
Was barely steady at a net decline of 
14 to 22 points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 4 
points, which was rather better than 
due on the cables, but soon weakened 
with local operators becoming aggres- 
sive sellers as soon as it was seen that 
there was no bull support of conse- 
quences and that long eotton was be- 
ing liquidated. Stop loss orders were 
uncovered on a scale down, and while 
rumors that leading bulls were liqui- 
dating were denied, nothing more than 
slight rallies occurred at any time dur- 
ing the day. The continued May pre- 
mium seemed to color the denials of 
liquidation by leading bulls, but there 
was certainly heavy selling by recent 
buyers, and it was believed that some 
fairly large lines were liquidated dur- 
ing the day. Reports that there had 
been reductions of %-cent a yard in 
the price of a leading line of printed 
goods added tothe general nervousness 
in the late trading, when May cotton 
sold at 14.10, or -30 points below the 
early high level, 24 points under the 
closing figures of Saturday and 55 
points below the high record of last 
week 

Covering caused a slight rally to- 
ward the close, but last prices were 
within 3 or 4 points of the lowest on 
old crop positions. 

Liverpool eased off further after the 
local opening, with private cables re- 

orting oontinental selling and an un- 
avorable trade situation in Austria.

STOCK MARKET STRONG, 
BUT VERY DULL SESSION 


Covering of Short Contracts 
and Bullish Tactics Ad- 
vanced Prices. 


New York, March 6.—The stock mar- 
ket was strong today, in spite of the 
fact that virtually the same conditions 
existed as those which brought about 
recessions on previous days. Although 
stocks were depressed last week, on 


expectations ‘of the call.for the extra 
session of congress, there was almost 
no selling pressure today. The fact 
that there Was a possibility of decis- 
ions by the United States supreme 
court, affecting the status of some of 
the largest corporations, did not dis- 
turb the market as on previous Mon- 
days. When it became apparent that 
the selling movement of last Week was 


not to be continued, there was some 
covering of short contracts, which, 
with a renewai of bullish tactics put 
up prices of most of the standard 
stocks a point or more in the morn- 
ing. Thereafter, the market was dull 
and close was generally below the top 
level. The day was one of the dullest 
in several weeks. 

The annual reports of two independ- 
ent steel companies—Cambria and 
Bethlehem—showed that, in spite of 
unfavorable trade conditions in the 
late part of 1910, they had made large 
gains in the earnings. The Bethlehem 
reposted the largest earnings in its 
history, with a surplus, after payment, 
of fixed charges and a liberal appro- 
priation for depreciation, of about 14 
per cent on the preferred stock. The 
Cambria’s net earnings increased to 
$4,946,000. New orders of the United 
States Steel Corporation for February 
were reported as being the largest of 
any month since early last year. Fur- 
ther evidence of the trend of condi- 
tions in the steel and iron trade was 
the increase reported from Pittsburg 
of $1 a ton in the price of wire prod- 
ucts, 

The determination of the interstate 
commerce commission to adhere strict- 
ly to its rulings in the freight rate 
cases was shown in its refusal to per- 
mit the railroads to postpone the with- 
drawal of their advanced tariffs in- 
stead of cancelling them forthwith. 

The day’s developments gave no in- 
dications of any betterment in the po- 
sition of the roads. The Great North- 
ern reported a decrease of $610,000 in 
its net earnings for January, and the 
Wabash a lesser shrinkage. Advices 
from Chicago were that traffic on the 
western roads was irregular, owing 
largely to the hesitancy of manufac- 
turing interests. Shipments of dry 
goods have fallen off, according to the 
report of a-.large Chicago distributing 
agency, although orders for fall deliv- 
very are more than dguble those re- 
ceived in the corresponding period last 
year. No changes were reported in 
time money, and brokers stated that 
the market was duller than on any 
previous day for several months. 

The feature of the bond market Was 
a spectacular rise of 18 points in Vir- 
ginia refunding 6s to 67% On the news 
that the United States supreme court 
had decided this controversy of long- 
standing. Later the bonds sold off to 
59%. Otherwise the bond market was 
steady.

ThatSum Paid Virginia 
on Old State Debt.

March 6.—Sitting in 
the unusual capacity of a board of 
auditors, the supreme court of the 
United States today computed that the 
State of West Virginia was under obli- 
gations to pay over $7,000,000 of the 
$33,000,000 debt of Virginia, which ex- 
isted when the new state was formed. 
It was the biggest problem in arith- 
Metic the supreme court has had to 
dandlie in many years. The exact 
figure held by the court to be the 
Proper proportion of the old debt 
Which West Virginia is under obliga- 
tion to bear was $7,182,507. 

Justice Holmes announced the ofin- 
fon. He said the court had regarded 
the ratio of the valuation of the real 
@nd personal property of the two 
states at the time of their separation 
a@s the proper basis for arriving at 
West Virginia’s “just and equitable” 
Proportion of - the debt. The court 
had excludeqg from this valuation the 
value of slaves. This ratio, accorda- 
ing to the masters’ report, Justice 
Holmes said, was as .765 to .236. 

Ever since the civil war the com- 
monwealth of Virginia had been en- 
dGeavoring to collect from West Vir- 
@inia what the former claimed was 
the latter's share of the old state's 
Gebt. West Virginia was said to have 
acknowledged her liability tin the 
“ordinance of Wheeling” before she 
Was admitted to the union and in her 
State constitution. 

Finally, when the payment was 
made, Virginia brought suit in 
Bupreme court.

Sheriff Parker went to the scene of 
the murder early Sunday morning, and 
is making every effort to apprehend 
the guilty party, but as yet no clue has 
been arrived at.
